WASHINGTON, ,Oct. 6-—Barly 
approval by the House Ways and

lows: 

Adrianople has already taken the ap- 
somaya of a Greek city. The streets 
ve all been renamed and one sees 
nowhere a Turkish word, the Greek al- 
phabet being employed and its colors 
predominate,'all blue and white. Al- 
though during my visit the Turks cele- 
brated their Paques, there were but few 
of the Turkish population in the streets. 
I suspect that they remained in their 
homes, with the orienta] fatalism and 
the past glory of their nation.

THE FLOOD PROBLEM. 
BY FREDERIO J. HASKIN. 


TWO MINUTES 


WASHINGTON (D. C.) Sept. 20.— 
Repeatedly during the past summer 
the front pages of the papers have 
been filled with the news of flood 
disasters. Hundreds of lives have 
been lost and millions of dollars’ 
worth of property destroyed. Two 
good-sized American cities have 
seen floods tear the hearts out of 


Anyone can see that a great en- 
gineering problem faces the country. 
Leaving out the question of human 
lffe needlessly destroyed, the loss of 
property is enormous. The floods of 
1913 are estimated to have done dam- 
age to the amount of $163,546,792. 


In Dayton alone the damage done 


amounted to §73,249,040. Between 
1900 and 1908 the damage done 
by floods in the United States 
as estimated by the Geological Sur- 
vey, varied from a minimum of about 
$46,000,000 to a maximum of about 
$237,000,000. Plainly enough such 
losses are intolerable, and large ex- 
penditures for flood prevention would

A PUBLIC ILLUSION. 
Briefly, the public has been led to 
believe that floods have been on the 


the real methods of flood prevention. 
As a matter of fact, studies of 
floods made by scientific men, both 


due to the fact that we built our 
cities on flood plains without ade- 
quate protection and that the only 
solution of the problem is to protect 
these cities by adequate engineer- 
ing works for flood prevention. 

It seems clear that forest conser- 
vationists have contributed a great 
deal to the popular misunderstand 
ing. Their sincerity ts not to be 
challenged. Neither is the impor- 
tance of conserving the forests we 
have and of planting to 
questioned. But the tion 
forests does not have the decisive 
effect on floods which the public has 
been led to believe. This seems to 
be established by all the scientific 
studies that have been made of the 
matter. 

Fairly complete flood records for 
the Mississippi River at St. Louis 
have been studied from 1830 to 1910, 
with some earlier records. During 
all that period the whole Mississipp! 
Basin was being deforested. Yet 
the greatest floods occurred in 1844 
and 1875, and a diagram shows that 
great floods bave occurred at regu- 
lar intervals since the beginning of 
the observations, with no general 
imcrease or decrease in either size 
or frequency. The same thing has 
been found true for the Ohio, Mis- 
sourt and Connecticut rivers. A 
study of floods on the Merrimac 
River has shown that a deforesta- 
tion of 26 cent had no effect on 
them. Studies of floods on the Seine 
and the Danube in Europe for much 
longer periods corroborate these con- 
clusions. 

THB REAL CAUSD OF FLOODS. 

The real cause of our flood disas- 
ters is that civilization has drawn 
the cities and homes down into the 
path of the floods and that we have 
not given them protection. Rafl- 
roads have followed the bottoms of 
the valleys because the easiest grade 
is there, and the cities have been 
bullt down by the railroads instead 
of up on the hills, where more prim- 
itive men generally buflt their homes 
and cities. 

Our valley cities are sure to be 
destroyed at regular intervals until 
all of them bave been properly pro- 
tected against floods. This is the 
fact which must be driven home. 
Floods are one form of history 
which may be confidently relied up- 
on to prove it. Any dweller in an 
unprotected city or town fh one of 
our great valleys can study a chart 
of the floods that have occurred in 
the past and predict with accuracy 
when“*he will next need a rowboat 
or a life preserver. At least, he may 
predict how often he will need it in 
a given period of years. Scientists 
have even made formulas for pre- 
dicting flodds. It may be calculated 
that floods of the greatest size on a 
given river will occur, over a con- 
siderable stretch of time,.once tn 
every twenty-five years on an aver- 
age. Those of the next magnitude 
will occur half as on an aver- 
age, and so on In the dia- 
grams which have been prepared it 
is remarkable «how ‘regularly the 
high-water marks occur. 

The best engineering opinion seems 
to be that what the United States 
needs is a great unified system of 
flood control.

WHY 


DO FLOWERS DROOP IN A 
HEATED ROOM? 


While we are accustomed to 
thinking of flowers as becoming 
flaccid and lifeleas shortly after be- 
ing brought tnto a heated room, this 
is by no means always true—as evi- 
denced by the size and beauty of 
the blossoms in a greenhouse or con- 
servatory, where the temperature is 
maintained at a high point The 
difference lies In the fact that, fn 
the first case, the flowers have grown 
in the open air and are then 
brought into the heat of the house, 
and, tin the second, they have been 
accustomed to a fairly high degree 
= — and have become acclimated 

Garden flowers or wild flowers 
need. plenty of fresh cool air in or- 
der that they may be kept for even: 
a few days in full possession of 
their original beauty. If placed in 
a heated atmosphere, the heat nat- 
urally tends to withdraw some of 
the moisture from their stems and 
petals and they thus become drooped 
and lifeless. In fact, there are some 
flowers—lilies of the valley, for ex-. 
yample—which thrive best if their 
roots or bulbs have been exposed to 
a freezing temperature for a short 
time, and, as a general rule, a tem- 
perature just short of frost fs ben- 
eficial to the majority of flowering 
Plants, with the exception of those 
which have been accustomed 
through years of growth to a tropi- 
cal climate. The drooping of 
flowers in a heated room, therefore, 
ig not due primarily to the temper- 
ature, but to an wnaccustomed 
change which alters the supply of 
water which the blossoms receive 
and thus rob them of a portion of 
their life.

Business Enters. New Cycle; Los Angeles Economist 
Analyzes the Situation. 


“Everyone is affected by the re- 
quirement of the new trade cycle we 
have just entered,” says L. M. May- 
nard, consulting economist of the 
Citizens’ National Bank. The period 
is so full of possibilities for even 
the most ordinary citizens that the 
investigator hopes all will give the 
subject more than ordinary consid- 
eration now, while the epoch ts 
young and the opportunities in it 
Pregnant with possibilitics. 


In reviewing the course of the 
cycle just completed, the bank

“Business conditions tn the United 
States generally have turned the 
corner and entered on the uproad,” 
says Mr. Maynard. “The truth of 
that statement was fustified for the 
third consecutive time by the figures 
representing the travel of commer- 
cla] activity during August. Those 
of us who are watching and tab- 
ulating the fluctuation of certain 
factors, which when properly com- 
bined give us a slight future view 
of the condition of this country's 
business, noted back in January of 
this year, that a turn for the better 
was promised to happen by these 
factors in June, July or August. 
This turn did happen and so near 
to fhe promised date, it is felt that 
more than merely elements of pos-

there on the tndividual must act in 
accordance with his economic posi- 
tion from the standpoint of what his 
intelligence reveals that position to 
be. 


THE .TRADE CYCLE. 

“We might correctly call the 
trade cycle as it is presented to us 
in chart form, a theoretical outline 
of the taxsiness highway. In reality 
it divides business disturbances ir- 
to two major classifications, namvo- 
ly positive and negativé. It then 
subdivides these major classifica- 
tions into four periods, the first of

“The fourth, or readjustment 
period of the trade cycle, really is 
a time of reorganization as it were, 
wherein the manufacturer, after 
@—ipating the nonproductive ele- 
ments of his organization, starts to 
i:crease equipment and as the period 
closes, he is well equipped and 
primed to enthusiastically and in- 
telligently enter the new cfcle. In 
this same period, the merchant and 
jobber lag very little behind the 
manufacturer in the curtailing of 
expenses and the planning for ex- 
pansion. These phases really grow 
from the manufacturer to the ber 
and merchant. 

“The two charts visualize the 
manufacturer's together with the 
merchant's and jobber’s trade cycles, 
but interwoven in each are the 
factors which are the disease in- 
of the different periods, and 
it must be remembered that, some 
of these factors are negative and 
some positive, and it is as the bust- 
ness man senses the quality and acts 
in accordance with their economic 
meaning that he grows and prospers.
